1 5 killed, 40 injured in 
Israeli raids on Lebanon 


SIDON (Agencies) — Israeli jets 
blasted Palestinian camps in 
Lebanon Wednesday as Israel's 
local militia allies ‘launched a 
ground offensive towards resist- 
ance lines in the port of Sidon. 

Air strikes killed 15 people and 
wounded 40 in bases near Mich 
Mieh refugee camp, j Palestinian 
official said, while one was re- 
ported wounded in other raids un 
areas close to Beirut. 

About 200 militiamen of the 
Israeli-backed South Lebanon 
Army (SLA), supported by 
armoured vehicles, launched a 
two-prong offensive from their 
stronghold of Jezzine. security 
sources in the town 20 kilometres 
east of Sidon said. 

They said the SLA exchanged 
heavy ‘artillery fire with Palesti- 
nian fighters and the Popular 
Liberation Army (PLA), dug in 
around the southern port ol 


Sidon. 

The SLA seized hilltops over- 
looking Sidun, Mieh Mieh and 
another Palestinian refugee camp 
at ‘Ain Ai Hilwch, the sources 
said. 

They said four PLA militiamen 
were killed and three captured by 
the SLA. who they said had 
planned the offensive with Israeli 
officers. 

They said the SLA withdrew 
more than four hours later to 
Kfjr Falous hut kept its grip on 
one of the strategic hilts ns artil- 
lery exchanges continued. 

they said two SLA men were 
injured in the fighting. 

Residents in Sidon said shells 
hit the town, forcing people off 
the streets.

Organisation (PLO) commander

Gaza stages strike; 
troops destroy homes 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Palestinians in the 
occupied Gaza Strip staged a full 
strike Wednesday after a call by 
the Islamic resistance movement 
Hammas and the Israeli army 
imposed curfews on seven of 
Gaza's eight camps, confining 
some 24.1MHI residents to their 
homes. 

The army destroyed three 
Palestinian humus and scaled one 
in Khan Younis in Gaza for 
attacks on Arabs suspected of 
collaborating with Israeli lorces, 
an army spokesman said. 

The army also destroyed the 
home of Yasser Mahmoud AI 
Hawajiya in Rafail lor allegedly 
slabbing four guards in Gaza pris- 
on in July. 

Troops shot and wounded 
three Palestinians during clashes 
between stone-throwing protes- 
ters and soldiers in Jubulyn village 
and Nuseirat refugee camp in 


Gaza. 

Felicia Langer, lawyer for 
Palestinian Ibrahim Matur who 
died in a military prison in Dahar- 
iya, was investigating legal steps 
alter reports Matur hud been sev- 
erely beaten befure he died last 
week, the Jerusalem Post said. 

The four houses torn down in 
Khan Yunis were used by a group 
that allegedly threatened Arabs 
working for the Israeli military 
administration and injured one 
such worker. The members of the 
group were arrested earlier. 

In Nablus, the West Bank's 
largest city, three Palestinian 
boys were shot in three different 
stone-throwing incidents, officials 
at the AI Ittihnd and St. John’s 
hospitals said. 

A 20-year-old man also was 
admitted to AI ittrhad hospital 
after being shot during a clash in 
the Tulkarem refugee camp, the 
officials .'aid. 


raids. 

Nine others were missing and 
feared dead under the rubble in 
Mieh Mieh. which took the brum 
of the air strikes. 

The two raids, 4'i hours apart, 
were the third and fourth air 
assaults on Lebanon since a 
suicide carbomber killed eight 
Israeli soldiers in Israel's seif- 
proclaimed "security zone" in 
South Lebanon a week ago. 

"The raid near Sidon is one of 
the heaviest, if not the heaviest, 
in Lebanon this year. It wreaked 
the most severe destruction in 
Mich Mieh since the 1982 Israeli 
invasion," said a police 
spokesman. 

Among those killed was Musta- 
fa Daoud. 4U, commander of a 
l.UOU-strong Fateh unit, police 
said. 

Most of the 4D wounded were 
fighters. They included Mohsen 
Hnllak, commander of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation's 
(PLO) l,UG0-mun Beil Al Ma- 
qdcs batallion and officers of 
Force 17, the spokesman said. 

The second air raid target bases 
of Palestinian factions in the hills 
of suburban Khalde and Ara- 
moun of Beirut's southern edge, 
according to police. 

A base behind a hilltop monas- 
tery overlooking the coastal 
towns of Damour and Naameh, 
midway on the Mediterranean 
highway between Beirut and 
Sidon. was the main target of the 
second raid, police said. 

The raiding jets struck twice 
within 15 minutes firing 10 air-to- 
surface rockets at rhe base, four 
of which did not explode. 

Reporters were not allowed to 
approach the base, which is made 
up of half a dozen tents, belong- 
ing to the Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine. 

Synan anti-aircraft batteries 
near Beirut airport and Aramoun 
opened up at the Israeli planes, 
but no hits were claimed, police 
said.

The King saij the situation in 
Lebanon should be discussed, re- 
gardless of whether the summit 
was held or not. within the 
framework of the contacts taking 
place on the highest level m the 
Arab World. 

Aqaba meeting 
The King said ihe recent meet- 
ing he had with Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak and Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat 
in Aqaba was positive and very 
satisfactory. He said he believed 


that the PLO was in the process 
of crystallising its positions and 
launching a political effort based 
on the responsibility it is current- 
ly shouldering. "I believe that 
this position will shortly crystal- 
lise." he said. 

On Jordan-PLO relations, the 
King said: "There is keenness to 
continue consultations, and 1 be- 
lieve That Mr. Arafat will visit 
Jordan after the Palestine Nation- 
al Council (PNC) session, which 
is scheduled to be held in Algiers 
Nov 12." 

The King added that the 
Aqaba talks neither touched on 
the issue of a joint delegation nor 
on the confederation issue be- 
tween Jordan and the proposed 
Palestinian state. The King 
pointed oui that the confedera- 
tion issue was "initiated, in our 
view, as a means to pave the way 
for the PLO tto play its role in 
representing rhe Palestinian peo- 
ple on the international level and 
in the framework of the interna- 
tional conference.” 

He said that the new situation, 
"which resulted from our mea- 
sures pertaining to severing legal

and administrative tics with the 
West Bank, rendered any discus- 
sum of this subject premature." 

The King referred to a Jorda- 
nian initiative to form an Arab 
economic union similar to the 
European Economic Community 
(EEC). "We arc currently pre- 
paring some studies about this 
subject." he said. "We believe 
that the conditions are ripe to 
launch this idea."

Rtf ai explains background of 
economic steps, outlines plans

AMMAN — The economic measures 
adopted by the government in recent 
months and the latest adjustments in 
the exchange rates of the Jordanian 
dinar are part of j package aimed at 
improving ihe economic situation in 
the country and helping the citizens. 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifai said 
Wednesday. 

In a meeting with ministers and 
senior officials from various depart- 
ments and organisations, the prime 
minister made a comprehensive re- 
view of events related to the national 
economy in the last 10 years and said 
the latest measures were "the only 
solution” to eorreet the situation. 

Rifai dismissed as unfounded 
rumours that there was a decline in 
remittances by Jordanian expatriates 
and said the total of sueh remittances 
Iasi year was JD 317 million and the 
government was expecting JD 534 
million in 19X8. 

The prime minister also noted that 
Jordanian exports were worth JD 315 
million in 1987 and are expected to 
nse io JD 32fc million this year, and 
that tourism revenues amounted to 
JD 19(1 million in IVS7 and are ex- 
pected at more rhan JD 2txi million in 
1988. In the context of tourism, the 
prime minister said every visitor to 
Jordan was considered a tourist. 

Rifai said the government collected 
about JD 260 million as port and 
aviation revenues and other services 
and noted that these sources had 
become heller than in previous years. 

"There are other elements which 
we arc unable to do anything about," 
the prime minister said. "The annual 
Arab aid. which was promised to 
Jordan at the Baghdad summit, was 
S1.25U million. We received this 
amount only for one year. Since then, 
some of the donors did not pay at all 
and some others delaved or reduced 


U.N. chief: Mideast peace should encompass 


aspirations of people 


under occupation

AMMAN — United Nations 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar has said that any solu- 
tion to the Palestinian problem 
should utke into consideration 
the aspirations of the Palestinian 
people living in the Israeli-occu- 
pied territories and the U.N. 
would engage itself in Middle 
East peace efforts within the 
framework of the various resolu- 
tions adopted by ihe Security 
Council on the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict. 

Perez dc Cuellar, answering 
questions telexed to him from 
Amman this week, said he re- 
mained optimistic over tbe peace 
talks between Iran and Iraq and 
that he hoped that the issue of 
exchange of prisoners of war 
(PoWs) hdd by both sides could 
be expedited in the near future 
with help from the International 
Red Cross. 


The U.N. chief also said that a 
U.N. plan presented to the par- 
lies involved in the Western 
Sahara conflict takes into consid- 
eration the positions of the par- 
ties and was a "solid example of 
multilateralism in action." 

The U.N. chief answered the 
questions before he announced 
that the Irun-lraq negotiations 
would resume in Geneva Oct. 31 
and before a U.N. committee 
voted to seek direct talks between 
Morocco and Polisario, the rwo 
mam parties involved in the dis- 
pute over the Western Sahara. 

Following is the full interview: 

Question: Do you think that the 
current negotiations under your 
auspices between Iraq and Iran 
would lead to a real and perma- 
nent peace between the two 
countries? 

Answer: It is certainly my hope 
that the efforts I am now making 
to implement Security Council 
Resolution 598 will lead to a 
durable settlement of the differ- 


ences between Iran and Iraq. In 
operative paragraph 4 of that 
resolution, the Security Council 
calls upon the two countries to 
cooperate with me in mediation 
efforts to "achieve a comprehen- 
sive, juM and honourable settle- 
ment. acceptable io both sides, of 
all outstanding issues." With the 
cooperation of the panics in- 
volved. and the support of the 
international community, we 
should be able to settle ail out- 
standing issues, as the resolution 
requests. 

Q: During your mediation of the 
ceasefire, have you ever felt like 
quilling, and what would you do 
if you faced a crisis or deadlock in 
the future? 

A: l have never despaired during 
the eight years of the war be- 
tween Iran and Iraq, although at 
times I have been discouraged. 
One of the great strengths of the 
United Nations throughout this 
bloody conflict, in fact, has been 
its persistence. Neither I nor the 




their contribution." 

Had Jordan received the full com- 
mitment of Arab aid, the prime 
minister said, the Kingdom would not 
have faced the present situation. 

“We can contrul some of our pay- 
ments while some are beyond oiir 
control," he said. He died debt- 
servicing payments and meeting oil 
import hills as beyond Jordan's con- 
trol. He also mentioned pension pay- 
ment for retired government em- 
ployees us another sector where no- 
thing could be dune. He estimated 
that Jordan needs JD 225 million in 
\<W to meet debt-servicing and pen- 
sion payments. 

But. Rifai noted, Jordan still en- 
joyed very good credibility rating in 
the international scene because the 
Kingdom is up-to-date in its debt 
repayments and servicing. Jordan 
pays an average of JD 300 million as 
interest on foreign Loans, he said. 

"We cannot reduce our oil imports 
at this stage," he said. "But we can 
control other imports " In 1VS7, he 
said. Jordan imports goods worth JD 
912 million — three-told of Jordan's 
total expons — thus causing a ba- 
lance ot trade problem, he said. 

"Anoiher sector we can control is 
outflow of money in the form of 
expenditures by Jordanians travelling 
abroad — for education, work, tour- 
ism etc." he said. "An amount of JD 
15U million was paid by Jordanians 
for these purposes lost year." he said. 
"It was only slightly less than, what we 
received (JD I9ri million) in tourism 
revenue last year." he noted. 

Another area that could be control- 
led is transfers by foreigners working 
in Jordan who accounted for St>2 
million in outward remittances in 
1987. he said. There are about 
200,000 foreigners working in Jordan, 
he said- 

The present difficult economic 
situation in the country is not a 
short-term development. Rifai said 
noting that Jordan had borrowed 
from outside for development pro- 
jects a* well as defence and .security 
purposes in addition to pay for debt 
servicing in the lost decade. The 
Central Bank of Jordan (CBJ) and 
the concerned ministries made a thor- 
ough study of the economic develop- 
ments in the country m rhe last Id 
years and concluded that Jordan will 
have only SWU million as foreign debt 
m another five to six years. He cited 
figures from IV7S when Jordan was 


able to pay only S19 million of the 
$500 million it owed and pointed out 
that the Kingdom borrowed $481* 
million in 1987 while repaying S6S8 
million. 

He also said that today the govern- 
ment was able to pay for its current 
expenditure from its own revenues 
while it was able to cover only 5S.5 
per cent in 1979. 

Arab aid to Jordan was equal to 
52.7 per cent of the Kingdom's import 
bills in IVTy while it accounted for 
only 18.9 per cent in !‘>SS. Rifai said. 

Foreign exchange 

Explaining the recent adjustment 
in the exchange value of the dinar, 
Rifai said dial the government had 
drawn from CBJ reserves to pay its 
foreign debts, thus causing a shortage 
of foreign currency reserves. "We 
strove hard to keep the pnee of dollar 
at 3SU fils but could not do so because 
of the low reserves, and the only 
solution was tbe adjustment of the 
rate." 

Rifat pointed out that the adjust- 
mem in rhe exchange rate was benefi- 
cial on several counts, including in- 
creased Jordanian exports and re- 
duced consumption of imported pro- 
ducts. He also noted that reduced 
earning would result in reduced fore- 
ign workers in the country. 

~ The unemployment in the country 
is behavioural. Rifai said pointing out 
that many Jordanians are not willing 
to lake up jobs presently taken up by 
foreigners. 

Ritai said that Jordan would not be 
borrowing from the outside for any 
new development project. "We will 
complete the projects currently under 
implementation." he said. 

The prime minister said the private 
sector was not assuming its full rote in 
the country's economic efforts and 
that rhe sector’s share in development 
was only three per cent. 

The government, he said, is adopt- 
ing a strict policy of curbing expendi- 
ture jnd reducing consumption in- 
cluding water, electricity, transporta- 
tion and travel within and outside the 
country of officials, furniture etc. 

Other envisaged measures include 
curbs on imports of certain goods to 
encourage local industry owned by 
ihe private sector, investment incen- 
tives and privatisation of some gov. 
ernment owned organisations. Rifai 
said.

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
said Wednesday Iran was behav- 
ing like a carpet trader by offer- 
ing to swap planeloads of wound- 
ed prisoners of war (PoWs). 

"Iranian officials are treating 
human beings as if they are car- 
pets or commercial commodities 
when they talk about the ex- 
change of a plane full of wounded 
Iraqi prisoners of war for every 
planeload of wounded Iranian 
prisoners repatriated by Iraq," 
Foreign Ministry Under-Secret- 
ary Nizar Hamdoun said. 

An Iranian source told Reuters 
Tuesday Iran had told the United 
Nations of its swap-offer in re- 


sponse to a recent statement by 
Iraq that it was sending home 25 
injured Iranian PoWs. 

The source said there would be 
no limit to such an agreement, 
"based on voluntary repatriation 
and reciprocation," 

Hamdoun said Wednesday 
Baghdad welcomed the resump- 
tion of the adjourned peace talks 
in Geneva Oct. 31. 

On the other hand. Iran has 
reiterated that a 13-year-old 
accord declared null and void by 
Iraq at the start of the Gulf war is 
the only basis for solving border 
disputes between the two sides. 





Tunisia drafts national pact 


TUNIS (R) — Tunisia’s political parties have 
drafted a “national pact” reflecting a trend away 
from the determined westernisation carried out 
under former President Habib Bourguiba. 


The draft, published by the 
independent newspaper A1 Sabah 
Wednesday, advocates a progress 
sive form of Islam and the use of 
Arabic in education. 

But it also calls for the protec- 
tion of women's rights acquired 
under Bourguiba, whose 30-year 
hold on power was brought to an 
end last year when doctors de- 
clared him senile. 

The pact is the work of a 
commission set up by Bour- 
guiba's successor, Zine AJ Abi- 
diue Ibn Ali, who is trying to 
create a pluralist democracy. 


Ibn Ali is expected to endorse 
the pact Nov. 7, the first 
anniversary of the day he re- 
moved Bourguiba from power. 


The draft, which is not ex- 
pected to undergo many changes, 
says, “Tunis is proud of being 
Arab and Muslim: It is part of the 
Arab World and the Muslim com- 
munity.” 


Bourguiba discouraged any 
emphasis on Tunisia’s Arab and 
Muslim identity. A Muslim 
opposition movement arose in his 
latter days, partly in response to 


his European ideas. 

The pact adds, however, that 
Islam in Tunisia should be “open 
to the issues and concerns of all 
humanity and to the issues of the 
age and of modernity.’' 

It says that the Tunisian civil 
status law are proof of Islam's 
vitality and ability to adapt to 
change. 

The law bans polygamy and 
allows women to sue for divorce. 

The pact says the Tunisian 
state will support the Arabic lan- 
guage and make it the language 
of administration and education. 
“Duty requires that we be open 
to world civilisations and to other 
languages,” it adds.

Saudi diplomat shot dead 
outside Ankara home 


ANKARA (AP) — The 
second secretary at Saudi Ara- 
bia's embassy in Turkey was 
shot to death Tuesday evening 
in front of his apartment build- 
ing, 'Ankara's governor said 
Wednesday. 

Saffet Arikan Beduk told the 
AP that Abdulgani Bedawi was 
fatally shot around 10 p.m. 
(2000 GMT) while entering his 
apartment building in the 
affluent Cankaya district. He 
said Bedawi died instantly after 
being shot in the head and 
chest.

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TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Hie military ceiisor filed 
police complaints against three journalists who 
allegedly violated censorship rales by publishing 
reports about undercover army units without 
submitting them to army review. 

Hie complaints wot! filed late Tuesday agains t 
Paul Taylor and Steve Wei zm an of the Reuters 
news agency and Andrew Whitley of the Fi na ncial 
Times, said Yoram Ettinger, head of the press 
office. The press credentials of all three were 
suspended Tuesday pending an investigation, he 
said. 

The government considered taking steps against 
the entire Reuter office in Israel, but decided to 
limit the action to the two reporters “due to our 
respect to the office as a whole,” Ettinger said. 

However, he added farther steps could be taken 
if Rente's continues to violate toad’s censorship 
regulations. 

Israeli law requires journalists to submit news 


reports regarding “security” matters to decide 
what constitutes a “security” matter. • 

The reporters whose credentials were with- 
drawn may continue working in Israel, but wffl 
not be granted interviews by government and 
army officials.

ments and Arab and foreign 
embassies in Amman. 

Last year’s 10-day march co- 
vered a distance of 450 kilometres 
from Ramtha in (he north to 
Aqaba in the south and raised JD 
65,000. 


Egyptian health minister in Amman 


AMMAN (Petra) — Egyptian 
Health Minister Ragheb Dweidar 
arrived here Wednesday on a 
several-day visit to Jordan for 
talks with his Jordanian counter- 
part Zaid Hamzeh on coopera- 
tion in health.

viding primary health care, the 
Egyptian minister said. 

He expressed hope that the 
visit will help expedite (he estab- 
lishment of a joint Jordanian- 
Egyptian company for medical 
appliances so that the project can 
be ratified by the joint commit- 
tee’s coining meeting. 

■ Hamzeh and other officials and 
Egyptian embassy staff were at 
the airport to welcome the Egyp- 
tian Minister who is accompanied 
by the direaor of the Egyptian 
government's pharmaceutical 
corporation. 


The conference was opened by 
Her Majesty Queen Noor. who 
deputised for His Majesty King 
Hussein, and was addressed by 
Health Minister Zaid Hamzeh 
and others. 

“The conference constitutes 
one more link in a long chain of 
activities in the medical profes- 
sion in Jordan, and reflects the 
Jordanian specialists’ acceptance 
of a challenge to cope with mod- 
ern developments is the medical 
fields," the minister said in his 
address to the meeting. 

Hamzeh reviewed the Health 
Ministry 's achievements over the 
past decades especially in preven- 
tive medidne and in* the reduc- 
tion of infant mortality rates and 
combatting tuberculosis and 
other diseases that had plagued 
the nation. 

He also reviewed the achieve- 
ments of the King Hussein 
Medical Centre, under the wise 
guidance of King Hussein. 

In his address, the minister 
touched on the ministry’s en- 
deavours to spread and improve 
primary health care in the King- 
dom which, he said, now benefits 
more than 2.5 million people. 

Hamzeh referred to the health 
care centres as a means to combat 
diseases and to improve the 
general health of local communi- 
ties. 

National Medical Institution 
(NMI) Direaor General and JCS 
President Daoud Hanania said 
that the Jordanian Cardiac Socie- 
ty was a natural symptom of 
Jordan’s technological and scien- 
tific advances. 

“The development of cardiac” 
practice in the Kingdom repre- 


sents a fruit of the King's wise 
directives to the medical institu- 
tions which strive to provide the 
best possible services," Hanania 
said. 

He referred to Jordan's experi- 
ence in cardiac surgery and treat- 
ment over the past two decades, 
and the services it offered to its 
people and the Arab citizens in 
other countries at large. 

Jordan Medical Association 
(JMA) President Mamdouh 
Abbadi said that the conference 
was meanr as a meeting place for 
specialists from different coun- 
tries to share their experience and 
their views on way's to promote 
medical services. 

Abbadi outlined the JMA’s en- 
deavours in backing medical acti- 
vities and said that the achieve- 
ments of the Jordanian profes- 
sional associations over the past 
three decades were tbe fruit of 
efforts by dedicated people bent 
on serving their nation.” 

Chairman of a committee pre- 
paring for the conference and 
JCS Secretary General Dr. Munir 
Arida delivered an address in 
which he said that tbe JCS was 
striving to project Jordan’s 
medical achievements and to 
maintain and bolster cooperation 
with other societies in the Arab 
World. 

Tbe four-day conference was 
expected to discuss at least 50 
working papers dealing with va- 
rious forms of heart ailments and 
most up-to-date methods for their 
treatment. 

Jordan, according to Arida, 
will present 10 working papers to 
(be conference, outlining the 
Kingdom’s experience and 


achievements by Jordanian car- 
diologists. 

As the conference is in prog- 
ress an exhibition of medicines 
and medical appliances provided 
by 30 pharmaceutical companies 
will be opened, Arida had said in 
a statement prior to the confer- 
ence. 

The JCS was set up in Amman 
last March and Dr. Hanania was 
eleaed president, and according 
to Arida the society will organise 
further seminars and conferences 
to benefit cardiologists from the 
Arab World. 

Following the opening cere- 
mony, Queen Noor met with 
heads of delegations taking part 
in the conference and paid tribute 
to their efforts and humanitarian 
services. 

The Queen expressed hope 
that the conference will come up 
with recommendations and re- 
solutions that would bolster coop- 
eration among various cardiolog- 
ists and benefit the Arab society.

AMMAN — Dr. Qasem Al Za- 
qqa was eleaed as a Fellow of the 
Royal College of Physicians & 
Surgeons of Glasgow at the last 
meeting of the college. 

This certificate was granted for 
very few doctors, in Jordan. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The rains that 
fell over most of the Kingdom last 
week have researchers and exten- 
sion agents at the National Cen- 
tre for Agricultural Research and 
Technology Transfer (NCARTT) 
on alert. They are waiting to see 
if more rain will be coming in the 
next few weeks, indicating that 
this year’s rainy season has 
aaually begun. 

Several more rains resulting in 
soil moisture to a depth of 15-20 
millimetres, will signal to them 
that the onset of the season has 
occurred and that fanners should 
begin planting immediately. 

If the showers of last week are 
supplemented with more rain 
over the coming weeks, this 
year’s onset will have begun re- 
latively early and there is a good 
chance that this year's crop will 
be successful. 

NCARTT, located near Baqa’a 
Camp, has undertaken a compu- 
ter analysis of rainfall patterns for 
all the major cereal growing areas 
in the Kingdom. It demonstrates 
the existence of a strong correla- 
tion between the date of onset of 
the rains and the total amount of 
rainfall: The earlier the onset, the 
higher tbe total rainfall. The 
analysis was completed with the 
assistance of the United States 
Agency for International De- 


velopment (USAID). 

NCARTT is recommending 
that fanners consider flexible 
farming procedures, responding 
one way when onset dates are 
late, and other ways when onset 
dates are early. An appropriate 
response for Jordan's wheat far- 
mers to early rains, for example, 
would be to plant early, to put a 
maximum number of hectares 
into cultivation, and to use high 
value inputs such as improved 
seed and fertiliser. 

Farmers, relying on lore and 
experience, generally know that 
early rains are harbingers of a 
high total rainfall likely to come 
in a season. However, the 
variability of rainfall from season 
to season makes them cautious 
about investing their hard-earned 
capital into ambitious planting 
until they are absolutely certain 
that there is sufficient moisture 
for their crops. 

This caution minimises their 
risk, but waiting also prevents 
them from taking full advantage 
of the available moisture. 

The discovery of the strong 
correlation between the date of 
onset of the rains and the total 
amount of rainfall will allow far- 
mers to plant earlier with greater 
certainty that they will have a 
successful crop.

THE past year has seen a major effort in Jordan to re-assess 
the national education system and revise it in a manner that 
provides high quality teaching to students throughout the 
country. In the past week, two steps have been taken which 
point the path towards how we plan to reach this important 
objective. On Monday, the Noor AJ Hussein Foundation 
took delivery of a specially built Mercedes van which the 
Haya Arts Centre will operate as a mobile life and science 
museum. On Tuesday, the Ministry of Education 
announced that it would establish model schools in all 
districts of the country, as pilot projects to improve facilities 
and raise educational standards throughout the Kingdom. 

Both cases embody the two principles which we believe 
are most crucial to our endeavours to improve our education 
system: the need to enhance the content of curricula and 
teaching facilities, and to make sure that such qualitative 
improvements are equitably distributed to all students in 
Jordan. 

These developments in education mirror similar trends in 
other fields, such as industrial expansion, social services and 
sports and leisure facilities. The simultaneous vertical and 
horizontal expansion of educational facilities provides an 
opportunity to launch new and innovative systems of local 
participation in the education sector. For example, it would 
probably prove popular to establish mini-museums in 
villages and towns where the mobile life and science museum 
makes its calls. A village in the Jordan Valley could establish 
a small display about local Cora and fauna; the villages 
around Petra could document achievements in the region in 
antiquity; the children of Aqaba could establish a marine 
life display; and the children of the north or the badia could 
document the life of a farming village or a nomadic family. 
Then the mobile museum could carry these^xhibitions with 
It from one part of the country to another, thereby 
providing an opportunity for the children of Jordan to 
expand the knowledge and cultural understanding of all 
other children in the country. What has been started by the 
government and the Noor AJ Hussein Foundation should be 
developed, built upon and perpetuated by a chain reaction 
of local efforts. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


A1 Ra’i Arabic daily Wednesday commented on the situation in 
Lebanon and ongoing consultations among Arab states to try to 
find a solution to the Lebanese problem. There is perhaps no 
country which has been subjected to sufferings and instability as 
Lebanon which over the past 15 years witnessed devastation and 
factional wars that still plague the nation, the paper noted. The 


paper commented on a message delivered to His Majesty King 
Hussein from Syrian President Hafez Al Assad about the

situation in Lebanon and said that Jordan has always supported 
all constructive steps to ensure the unity and independence of 
Lebanon. Jordan, the paper noted, wants to see Lebanon free 
from all conflicts and maintaining its territorial integrity and 
sovereignty. It said therefore Jordan finds in the new flurry of 
diplomatic activity to find a solution for Lebanon's problems as a 
new hope for the Arabs in general and Lebanon in particular. 


Al Dnstour daily commented on the same topic, describing 
Assad's message to King Hussein as part of the ongoing 
consultations between the two leaders to serve the Arab Nation. 
Jordan, the paper noted, continues to support Lebanon’s unity 
and hopes to see an end of the divisions and the internal conflicts 
so that Lebanon can once again resume its role within the Arab 
World. The Syrian president's message to the King has displayed 
the keenness of the Arab leaders on finding solutions for 
Lebanon's problems and emphasised the role which Jordan can 
play along with the sister Arab states to achieve that goal, the 
paper noted. Jordan, it said, will continue to serve as a bridge to 
bring about understanding among Arab states and to play a 
leading role in settling issues confronting Arab brothers. 



ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


Waiting for the U.N. 


A COLUMNIST in A! Ra’i Arabic daily comments' Wednesday 
on the LInited Nations Day which, he says, has a special meaning 
for the Arab Nation. The U.N. anniversary this year marks the 
elapse of 40 years since the establishment of the Zionist state on 
occupied Palestine in implementation of U.N. General Assembly 
Resolution 1S1 of 1947, Ibrahim Sakkijha writes. He says the 
anniversary brings to mind the numerous U.N. resolutions which 
were issued since 1947 and which were not allowed to see the 
light. That resolution of 1947 benefited Israel which immediately 
came into being, but failed to give any status or rights to the 
Palestinians who since then have had no independent state-. In 
fact, he adds, the USSR and the LISA were among those countries 
which recognised Israel since its establishment, but no country at 
that time even the Arab states took the responsibility of 
establishing an independent state for the Palestinians in imple- 
mentation of the same 1947 resolution. Now. he says, after the 
elapse of 40 years there is talk about the implementation of the 
second part of the Resolution 181 . Such implementation is coming 
in response of the wishes of the Palestinian people who are now 
involved in the uprising, the writer notes. He says the Arabs look 
to the U.N. once again on this anniversary to convene an 
international conference that would bring about a lasting settle- 
ment to the Palestine problem. 


Israel vs. the Palestinian state

THE BATTLE for the establishment of a Palestinian state has 
just begun. I am not talking here about the various aspects of the 
deliberations and scrutiny that are currently taking place on the 
Palestinian level. Nor am I talking about the mixed Palestinian 
"and Arab feelings that are manifested in various forms of 
approval, surprise or admonition all accompanied with political 
polarisation and various forms of alliances and counter-alliances. 
These feelings and manoeuvres, whether favouring the establish- 
ment of a Palestinian state or opposing it. are not what one is 
concerned with here. Instead, my prime interest right now is the 
battle that currently rages at full swing against the Israeli 
occupation inside the occupied territories. What, then, are the 
details and landmarks of this battle that might end with a regional 
settlement acceptable to all parties of the conflict? 

Neither the roots of the battle, when Zionist waves of emigrants 
began invading Palestine as early as ISS2. nor the resolutions of 
1937 and 1947, calling for the partition of Palestine, are of much 
concern to here. Instead, we should trace the battle only as late as 
December of 1987 when the present popular uprising — the 
intifada — erupted. From the very outset, the unified leadership 
of the uprising realised and made sure that this was not merely 
popular demonstration protesting the occupation and the daily 
hardships it brought with it, but a rather, a dedicated and deeply 
entrenched movement that aims, through gradual escalation of 
opposition at full independence. From that moment onward, the 
leadership of the uprising (ed its rank and file by means of 
carefully calculated and steadily escalating steps towards its 
coveted political aims. How the uprising and its unified leadership 
succeeded in developing various forms of struggle to tackle its 
aims? 

Palestinian confrontation with the occupation has passed 
through various stages since 1967. The present stage is obviously 
the most popular, intransigent and effective, with a clear political 
vision. Its credibility and continuity have gained it respect all over 
the world. Daily encounters with the enemy gave its leadership 
and local popular committees first hand experience, an experi- 
ence that proved indispensable in the subsequent stages of the 
uprising. The uprising succeeded in transforming the occupied 
territories into a quagmire for the Israeli army and dragged it into 
a small, but costly war of attrition in the back streets of the major 


towns and refugee camps. Many of the convictions which the 
Israelis had been conditioned to believe over the years lost 
credibility and began falling one after the other. 

“Lucrative occupation” became a financial burden and “peace- 
ful coexistence" between the two nationalities became all the 
more iilusionary. A Palestinian national identity as opposed to a 
Zionist, expansionist and fascist one began to emerge slowly but 
steadily. The first battles to be fought were economic. A national 
policy of boycotting Israeli goods and services was initiated. The 
once lucrative Arab market was blocked in the face of Israeli 
exports and all possible efforts were exerted to arrive at 
self-sufficiency. 

Political battles were as important. Israel’s monopoly of 
administrative and political decisions was challenged. The inhabi- 
tants of the occupied territories were encouraged to observe the 
intifada's version of law and order. Several institutions of the 
occupation crumbled and their infrastructure deteriorated. A 
battle of will erupted ferociously. Israeli military orders were 
often unheeded. 


Curfews were constantly violated and strikes were widespread. 
Collaborators were encouraged to repent in public. The uprising 
unleashed a national campaign of political education to help those 
who repent. Those who failed to repent were often threatened 
and in some cases severely punished. Some were assassinated. 

During the second half of 1988, it became evident that a new 
era was about to begin. This conviction was made stronger by 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev’s continuous peaceful overtures 
which, for the first time in many years, made it possible for the 
two superpowers to agree to solve many complicated regional 
problems and to diffuse tension in many potential hotbeds of 
violence. The modus vivendi in Afghanistan, Cambodia, the Gulf 
and in Southern Africa are but few examples of the achievements 
of the policy of rapprochement which the Gorbachev era has 
helped to usher. Jordan's legal and administrative disengagement 
from the West Bank gave further credit to the “Palestinian 
dimension” of the Middle East problem. From now on. a viable 
peaceful Middle East settlement is not likely to succeed without 
an active and full-fledged Palestinian participation. 

Lenity of aims between the “unified leadership of the uprising" 


on the battle field, and the leadership of the PLO abroad helped 
cement Palestinian national unity. This newstate ofp^ticaj 
maturity necessitates the adoption of new political initiatives and 
decisions. This new era began during the meetings — m Baghdad 
— of the Palestinian Central Council during Juiy/August of 1988. 

There, a serious drive towards the proclamation of an indepen- 
dent Palestinian stare, with □ provisional government, gained 
solid grounds as a direct result of the intifadah and the necessity to 
capitalise on its gains. The now strong and deeply r00te ®. u P2 S !H® 
caused increased Israeli confusion and bewilderment and Jett tne 
Zionist high command off-balance. A new stage of increased 
Israeli punitive and repressive measures against the Palestinian 
uprisers has began. 

During the last two months or so. unbiased observers could 
easily detect the increase in intensity and content of Israeli 
punitive measures against all popular and revolutionary commit- 
tees of the intifadah. Philanthropic, human and educational 
institutions were not spared. Many such societies and institutions 
were searched and their contents confiscated. A new wave of 
arrests, in the hope of putting pn end to the increased, influence of 
the popular committees, was conducted. The Palestinians retali- 
ated by more violence, and a new wave of recruits joined the 
ranks to replace those who were arrested. Collaborators who 
divulged the names of the members of the popular committees 
which invited large scale Israeli search and arrest missions were 
killed in broad daylight as a direct challenge to occupation 
authorities. 

Israel's “programmed” retaliatory measures were aimed basi- 
cally at liquidating the popular committees which the Israelis 
believe have moved to the next stage of stronger control over the 
“liberated” territories. During the last few months, these popular 
committees have already established a “Palestinian Authority” 
within the occupied territories and they are destined to play an 
important role in strengthening the now embryonic stage of the 
“Palestinian state”, which all indications portend that ir is coming 
sooner or later. This is why a new escalated level of confrontation 
has raged between the old Israeli state and the unleashed Arab 
forces that are laying solid basis for the would-be new Palestinian 
state. 


Weak oil prices compounding 


‘Peace should address aspirations’ 


Third World economic problems

MEXICO CITY — Falling oil 
prices should help growth in in- 
dustrial nations, but in the Third 
World they just compound ex- 
isting problems of debt, recession 
and poverty. 

Many heavily indebted de- 
veloping nations were watching a 
joint meeting this week in Madrid 
of the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries’ (OPEC) 
pricing and long-term strategy 
committees on how to shore up 
the- oversupplied international 
crude oil market. 

“Though there are plans to 
restore production discipline. 
Mexico must act with great cau- 
tion because the situation is high- 
ly volatile,” Mexican state oil 
company Petroleos Mexicanos 
(PEMEX) said recently of con- 
tinuing differences between Iran 
and Iraq over their OPEC output 
quotas. 

OPEC Secretary-General Sub- 
roto has announced a plan to 
reduce the organisation's output 
and make quotas effective, but 
political conflict in the Gulf in the 
wake of the Iran -Iraq war cease- 
fire last August is undermining its 
viability. 

Subroto said in Madrid Friday 
morning that more committee 
talks would be needed to reach a 
new output agreement among the 
Organisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries’ 13 members 
and he did not rule out an 
emergency plenary meeting 
ahead of the next full ministerial 
session set for Vienna on Nov. 
21 . 

Mexico, along with Venezuela. 
Nigeria. Indonesia, Egypt and 
Colombia among the highly inde- 
bted nations, stands to lose heavi- 
ly if OPEC fails to discipline 


production. 

No body benefitted 


Higher growth in industrial 
countries, resulting from cheaper 
oil. should help Third World na- 
tions but in recent years the 
benefits have been curbed by 
rising protectionism. 

Oil-exporting developing coun- 
tries performed the worst last 
year among Third World nat- 
ions, growing only 0.8 per cent. 
According to World Bank 
studies, their per capita gross 
domestic product (GDP) de- 
clined 1.6 per cent between 1980 
and 1987. 

But there does not appear to be 
anv evidence that non-oil de- 


veloping countries benefitted 
much from lower oil prices over 


much from lower oil prices over 
the last two years. Overall, their 
growth rate declined in 1987. 

Prospects in coming years are 
grim with World Bank econom- 
ists seeing only a modest rise in 
growth in these nations up to 
1995. For some oil exporters, 
notably those with big popula- 
tions such as Mexico, the con- 
sequences could be serious. 

With this in mind, the U.S. 
treasury last week announced a 
$3.5 billion bridging loan to help 
Mexico through present oil price 
weakness which threatens to pro- 
long a recession there. Oil in- 
come is expected to drop 25 per 
cent there this year. 

OPEC member Venezuela is 
meanwhile seeking help from its 
commercial bank creditors to 
overcome a $1.5 billion financing 
gap in 1988. Its finance minister, 
Hector Hurtado, said this month 
the government hopes to resche- 
dule its $30 billion debt soon 
because of the oil price drop. 

Neighbouring Trinidad, a small 
Caribbean oil exporter, has also 


been forced to negotiate an Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
loan because of oil price weak- 
ness that has almost wiped out its 
reserves. 

The oil slump could hamper 
efforts by Colombia, up to now 
the only major Latin American 
country to avoid debt problems, 
to line up a $1.85 billion loan. 
Officials say the country’s recent 
emergence as an oil exporter en- 
hances its credit rating. 

But if the loan fails to material- 
ise, Colombia, hit by a hurricane 
last week, may haye to jeschdr* 
dule its $14 billion debt. 

Ecuador, still recovering from 
the impact of an earthquake last 
year, is seeking a high OPEC 
production quota to help it stem 
balance of payments weakness. 

Even Brazil, which in the past 
has benefited from lower oil 
prices, would be affected if they 
stay low. In Rio de Janeiro, a 
Petrobras director said Brazil 
.now produces half its domestic 
consumption and the operation 
begins to become uneconomic as 
prices approach its $5 per barrel 
production cost. 

The oil price fall could help 
some producers by persuading 
creditors that emergency action is 
needed. Mexico won swift help 
from Washington and Western 
diplomats say it could give Egypt 
new ammunition in current nego- 
tiations with the IMF. 


Egypt is negotiating a standby 
IMF credit which will pave the 
way for a $4 billion Paris Club 
rescheduling. Its total foreign 
debt is $43 billion. 

Indonesia, with 160 million 
people, has avoided debt resche- 
duling so far but a drop in oil 
income will severely affect its 
ability to service a $50 billion 
foreign debt.

adopt a framework for a compre- 
hensive. just and honourable set- 
tlement. It is important to note 
that most often when we achieve 
success it is the result of long, 
hard effort. With the continued 
cooperation of the parties, we 
shall persevere in that spirit to- 
wards a (peaceful) solution to the 
conflict in accordance with the' 
(U.N.) Charter. 

Q: What is next on the agenda 
after the Geneva talks and when 
do you expect an exchange of 
PoWs will take place? 

A: As you know, the parties are 
due to continue the direct talks in 
the near ftiture in Geneva. My 
representative. >|r. Jar^Elia^n., 
'and I witTremairf in ’close contact 
with the parties and I am very 
hopeful that early progress will be 
made. 

As to the prisoners of war. this 
is a matter where the Internation- 
al Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC) is best placed to assist. I 
understand that the ICRC is in 
contact with both countries, and I 
should like to express the strong 
hope that the release and repat- 
riation of the prisoners of war will 
be completed in the near future 
— something that is called for in 
Resolution 598. 

Q: Do you expea that the U.N. 
success will enable it to embark 
on other initiatives? Would this 
convince the U.S. to pay its over- 
due contributions to the organisa- 
tion? 

A: Our diplomatic success in the 
conflict between Iran and Iraq 
can be a learning experience, but 
it cannot be cloned. Many con- 
flicts share certain similarities, 
but each conflict is essentially 
unique. I am hopeful that our 
progress in mediating the dispute 
between Iran and Iraq will en- 
courage other parties to cooper- 
ate with us in the quest for peace 
in other regions of the globe. As 
for the recent announcement by 
the United States that it intends 


to pay its legally-assessed con- 
tributions, I welcome that deci- 
sion. At the same time. 1 must 
caution that not until all nations 
in arrears have brought their 
assessed contributions fully up- 
to-date will the world organisa- 
tion be on a firm financial 
footing. 

Q: You have engaged yourself in 
many conflicts around the world 
— in the Middle East. Western 
Sahara. Kampuchea, Cyprus, 
etc., and lately you handed prop- 
osals to Morocco and the Polisar- 
io. What is happening in your 
efforts in Western Sahara? 

A: With regard to the Western 
Sahara, I have presented a peace 
•pltn. in cooperation with the 
chairman of the Organisation of. 
African Unity (OAU), to the 
parties concerned. Those parties 
conveyed their acceptance of the 
plan, along with comments, Aug. 
30. The plan took account of the 
positions of the parties, and was a 
solid example of multilateralism 
in action. Its object is to reestab- 
lish peace in the region and to- 
wards this end, it affords a 
framework for effecting a cease- 
fire and for the creation of condi- 
tions necessary for the organisa- 
tion of a credible referendum that 
will allow the people of Western 
Sahara to exercise their inalien- 
able right of self-determination 
free from military or civil con- 
straints. 

Q: What would be the role of the 
U.N. if the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) would 
embark on the govemment-in- 
cxile option? Do you see any 
obstacles that might stand in the 
way of PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat addressing the world 
body? 

A: in the event that the PLO 
embarked on the option you indi- 
cated. it would fall within the 
sphere of responsibility of gov- 
ernments to decide whether or 
not they recognised the new enti- 
ty.

Q: Do you consider the Palesti- 
nian uprising a contributing fac- 
tor to a peace settlement in the 
Middle East conflict? Do you see 
a role for the United Nations and 
its agencies in the West Bank and 
Gaza now that His Majesty King 
Hussein has disengaged Jordan 
from the occupied territories? 

A: The aspirations of the inhabi- 
tants of the West Bank and Gaza 
must be (aken<into account in any 
: final settlement. The actions of 
the United Nations in the Middle 
East will always be guided by 
resolutions that the organisation 
has adopted, especially Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338. 

Meanwhile the organisation 
continues to be engaged in the 
search for a just and durable 
peace in the region and continues 
to provide humanitarian assist- 
ance to the population. 

Q: To what extent is the U.N. 
budget deficit affecting U.N. 
peace bids and its role as an 
umbrella for increased human 
understanding? 

A: As chief administrative officer 
of the organisation, I am natural- 
ly concerned with the effect that 
budget deficits will have on our 
political effectiveness, on long- 
range planning, and on staff 
morale. Morale at this point is 
rising, because of our recent di- 
plomatic successes, but in the 
long run we can not carry out our 
mandate properly if we are de- 
nied the necessary funds. It is 
indeed ironic, that those who 
support our peace-keeping efforts 
in word, often fail to do so in 
deed. Peace-making is an expen- 
sive proposition, but it is always 
cheaper than war — in material 
as well .as in human terms.

Zyoudie. qui cumule ces activi- 
ty avec celles d ’auteur ("Pic- 
nic on the sand") et de com£- 
dien. indique que la profession 
d’acteur n‘a vraiment Iclos en 
Jordanie qu’avec 1'av^ncmcm 
de la television, dans les 
annccs 1970. "Avanl, c'dtait le 
dcsen.

La pre- 
miere repr£sentation publique 
remonte & 1908; c’ltair "Le 
diable sur le feu." Mon frEre 
aine Nadeem (aujourd’hui

fallait pour mes parents que je 
devienne ingEnieur.

... ou j’ai fait mes dEbuts dans 
des pieces radiophoniques a la 
BBC! De retour dans le 
Royaume en 1962, je fus le 
premier Jordanien a mettre en 
scene des pieces anglaises et 
mod ernes a 1’Amman Drama- 
tic Sodety, avec Hani Snobar. 
RemarquEs en 1956 par les 
autoritEs, nous avons montE la 
premiEre troupe offideUe jor- 
danienne, la "Jordan Theater 
Family", active jusqu’en 1976. 
La compagnie montait a la fois 
des classiques et des piEccs 
originales en arabe. 

Selon M. Zyoudie. la profes- 
sion d’acteur n’a acquis ses 
lettres de noblesse aqu’avec 
1’anivEe de la tElEvision, sans 
passer par le dnEma. "C’est 
une caste formee sur le tas, 
necessitE faisant loi. rien a voir 
avec les quelque 10.000 comE- 
diens Egyptiens. Les notres 
vont souvent se perfectionner a 
1’erranger. prEcisEment en 
Egypie par exeraple". La Jor- 
danie n’Echuppe pas au vedet- 
tariat (Nabil Macchini. Abir 
Aissa, etc.). Mais le gros des 
troupes deplore d'etre moins 
bien paye que Ies acteurs 
etrangers.

Pour Ha*san Abu-Ganimc, cri- 
tique de cinema, la raison est 
simple: "Heureux etes-vous de ne 
pas comprendre I ’Arabe.

M. Abu-Ghamme deplore qu’ily 
ait tre* peu d 'efforts foumis pour 
refleter la vraie vie jordanienne, 
la spedfidie de h culture locale. 
"Les bedouin*, ce n’esi pas la vie 
de la majorite des gens. Mais le 
cliche est fadie et il se vend bien. 
Pour le reste, on produil des 
comedies commerdales pseudo- 
modemes, aux scenariis bases sur 
des trames eculEes”. Meme son 
de cloche che2 Najdat Anzor, 
realisateur de "Picnic on the 
sand", primE a Bagdad: "La vraie 
vie coniemporaine est rarement 
abordee. la production jorda- 
nienne manque cruellement de 
diversitE". dit-t-il. 

Selon Mahmoud Zyoudie. see- 
nariste du film preri tE. la raison 
en est que la qualitE couie cher. 
“Quelque soit le prix de revient 
de* productions, les televisions de 
la rEgion paient “au kilomEtre": 

12.000 dollars de 1’heure diffusEe. 
c’est peu. Aiors on n'a aucun 
interet i se creuser la tetc: deux 
ou trois decors, des scenes de 
dialogues essentiellement, peu 
d'acteurs, et l’affaire rappone. 
D'autam plus qu'en Jordanie, il y 
a 35 sorietEs de production pour 
clinq ou six auteurs. Ces derniers 
sont constamment soIliritEs et 
doivent travailler vite, d'ou Finds- 
gcnce des scEnariis”, dEplore-t-il. 

Autre probleme majeur: le 
financement. Ou trouver les 

20.000 dinars nEcEssaires au tour- 
nage d’une serie? “Les tElEvisions 
paient longtemps apres et nous 
avons des problemes de liquidi- 
te." Des sponsors? “L’esprit de 
mEcEnat est encore embryonaaire 
dans la region”, rEpond M. 
Zyoudie. Des coupes publici- 
taires? “Les tElEvisions sont 
routes publique* et leurs respons- 
ables veulent contdler la publicitE 
pour les produits Etrangers, dans 
des economies Eiroitement diri- 
gEes. Meme les Egyptiens ne le 
font pas", souligne-r-il. "Notre 
seule chance de nous dEvelopper 
et dc faire de la qualite, e'est de 
vendre en Occident- Cela sup- 
pose une adaptation de notre 
production a ce marchE: dia- 
logues moins longs, etc." 

M. Zyoudie fait remarquer que 
Ies tElEvisions arabes doivent re- 
lever le defi du satellite: "Arabsat 
ne sen prariquement que pour les 
tElEcommunications; un nouveau 
canal de programmes pour les 
pays arabes est sur le point d’ouv- 
rir sur Intelsat. Il va falioir le 
nourrir. si nous ne voulons pas 
voir affluer encore plus de “soap 
operas" americains bon marchE. 
Notre culture est en jeu."

PremiEre maison d'Edition 
franqaise cxdusivement consac- 
ree aux monde* arabe ct musul- 
man, Sindbad est un pionnier. Lc 
13 octobrc 198S, la consEcration 
dc tant d’effons arrive: le plus 
prestigieux des prix linEraires 
couronne 1'autcur de "Passage 
des miracles", que Sindbad avail 
ete le premier a pubiier en Occi- 
dent en 1970. 

•C’est le dElire depuis jeudi", 
confie Pierre Bernard, 48 ans. 


directeur dc Sindbad, dont lc 
sitge ouvre dc plain-pied sur une 
petite rue modeste oCt mElopEes 
arabe* *e mclent aux cris d’e- 
nfants. “Le tElEphone sonne sans 
ccssc, les tElegrammcs affluent, 
je suis transformE en maison de la 
culture arabe. Nous sommes en 
rupture de stock. Quelle 
baraka.”

"La baraka," cet Editeur re- 
connait 1'avoir euc plusieurs fois 
dans sa vie.

3 ue le directeur de Sindbad, qui a 
u hEriter du malirieux marin des 
Mille el une nuiis le don de 
naviguer en eaux troublEes, “En 
1972, lorque j’ai crEE Sindbad." 
personne n’y croyait. J'ai du faire 
face a de 1’hostilitE." Au dEpart, 
Sindbad, avec un capital de 
20.000 F (environ 3.200 dollars), 
comptc un seul employE. 16 ans 


plus tard, le “capital est toujours 
misErable, 120.00 F, mais 10 per- 
sonnes y travaillent et prEs de 200 
litres figurem au catalogue."

Pierre Bernard k devenir le pion- 
nier de la littErature arabe en 
France.

Cairc, il rencontre Naguib 
Mahfouz, dEja mythe cn Egypte 
mais totalement inconnu en Occi- 
dent. Il decide d’editer son chef- 
d’oeuvre, "Passage des mira- 
cles," d’abord chcz JErdme Mar- 
tineau, oil il lance la collection 
“BibliOthEque arabe." En 1971, 
Mahfouz lui Ecrit pour le remer- 
cier de ‘Timmense travail effec- 
tuE en faveur de la culture 
arabe." 


Avec une parution de 20 litres 
par an, Sindbad, Editeur exclu- 
sivement consacre au monde 
arabe et islamique, couvtc tous 
les domaines au travers de ses 
douze collections: poEsie, littcra- 
ture, sciences humaincs et reli- 
gion. Grand* classiques comme 
Ibn Khaldoun ou Ibn Arabi et 
maltres de rorientalisme comme 
Jacques Berque ou AndrE Mi- 
quel, qui dirige d’ailleurs une 
collection, cotoient des con- 
temporains comme Kateb 
Yacine. Adonis, Mohammed Dib 
ou Abdelwahab Meddeb, Avec 
un tirage osciliant entre 3.000 
pour la poEsie et 8.000 pour un 
livre comme “construire pour le 
people” d’Hassan Fathy, Sindbad 
s’enorgueiilit de pubiier “le ro- 
man des Baibars," considErE 
comme le plus grand roman 
populaire arabe. 

Le problEme principal pour cet 
editeur: ta traduction, “les tra- 
ducteurs arabes Etant souvent en 


France des professeurs qui ne 
sont pas des liueaires." Autre 
difficuhe pour cette maison qui 
exporte sa production vers 1’ Al- 
gErie ou Le Kowcit, “Ire Arabes 
n’ont pas encore compris l’im- 
portance stratEgique culturelle de 
Sindbad. Paris est une capitale 
culturelle, Arabe et libre." 

Sindbad. qui touche "un public 
composite, de I’bonneie homme 
culiivE a la marge cultivee de 
rimmigration," couvre l’ensem- 
ble du monde arabe: Egyptiens, 
Soudanais, AlgEriens, lrakiens, 
Syriens. Se defmissani comme un 
"homme d'Oriem et d’Occi- 
dent,” Pierre Bernard veut faire 
oeuvre de “connaissance, de re- 
spect et d’amitie qui permette 
renrichissement mutuel. Je suis 
persuadE qu’on est toujours a 
L’Orient de quelqu’un et a I’Occi- 
dent de quelqu’un autre,*’ con- 
dut-il.

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audi share market surges 


RIYADH (R) — Saudi Arabia’s fledgling share 
market is in the midst of a mini-boom, which has 
seen prices of selected stocks register double-digit 
growth in the past 10 weeks. 


“The market is really jumping 
now," said one local player. 
^Money can be made." 

Shares of the giant SAB1C 
petrochemical company, one of 
the market leaders, were trading 
at 103 riyals ($27) Aug. 4. Ten 
weeks later they were selling at 
173 riyals (S46J. 

And in October, the Saudi 
-share index broke the 80 point 
banier for the first time in at least 
a year, touching 86.30 in the 
week ended Oct. 20 from 79.89 at 
the end of last month. 

Analysts say there are several 
reasons for the market's upturn. 

First is the ceasefire between 
Iraq and Iran which became op- 
erative Aug. 20, ending nearly 
eight years of fighting. 

'There is growing optimism 
that local Gulf economies, includ- 
ing ours will benefit from the 
peace between Iraq and Iran," 
said one banker. “The recon- 
struction of both Iraq and Iran 
means large business opportuni- 
ties." 

A second reason for the boom 
in Saudi stocks is the fact that 
local investors are bringing their 
funds borne. 

“Last year's October crash in 
stock prices made many Saudis 
realise that foreign investment is 
risky," said another banker. 

“Although it’s difficult to say 


how much capital has been re- 
turned. it does seem as if the 
flight of capita] out of Saudi 
Arabia has been stemmed," he 
added. 

A third factor has been a re- 
surgence of confidence in the 
Saudi economy. 

Sectors including petrochemic- 
als and banking are showing 
strong growth. Profits and sales at 
SABIC are soaring while profits 
at some banks have nearly dou- 
bled. 

Cement companies have also 
rebounded thanks to protective 
tariffs enacted by the government 
earlier this year. 

Interest in the market has also 
remained strong due to four share 
flotations this year after a hiatus 
of more than 30 months. 

The Taiba Company for Real 
Estate and Development led the 
way in March with a 300 milli on 
riyals ($79 million) issue. 

That was followed by the 149.1 
million riyals ($39 million) AI 


Jouf Agricultural Development 
Company issue, the 322.5 million 
riyals ($86 million) Al Rajhi 
Banking and Investment Cor- 
poration float and the 336.4 mil- 
lion riyals ($89.7 million) Mak- 
kah Company for Real Estate 
and Development issue. 

All but Al Jouf were fully 
covered. 

“The flotations proved that 
there is money in the market 
looking for investments," noted 
one stock analyst. 

“Real estate remains depressed 
and the bonds are just beginning 
to be accepted. For the time 
being, the stock market remains 
the place to be," he said. 

The market has also been 
helped by the emergence of un- 
official stock brokers. 

Although the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency (SAMA) de- 
creed in 1985 that all trading had 
to be done through banks, a 
number of brokers have begun 
trading, using their private hold- 
ings. 

They have helped stimulate the 
market by serving as market mov- 
ers, said another analyst. 

Some scepticism about the 


Sandi market remains, however. 

Despite its boom, the market 
remains narrow with only 50 
stocks being actively traded. 
Some brokers say It needs more 
direction if it is to play a larger 
role in Saudi Arabia's economic 
development. 

Although SAMA has instituted 
many reforms which have helped 
trading, one of its last moves — 
the opening of a central trading 
hall — was abruptly cancelled in 
May, 1987. 

‘if the central trading hall will 
not be reopened, then we need to 
know where we are going," said 
one analyst. “We have a stock 
market but we need to know what 
kind of market it will be." 

“There is still a lot of uncer- 
tainty as to how the market will 
work. We have to know whether 
trading will revert back to the old 
broker system or stay with 
banks," be added. 

Others said the market needed 
to be broadened which could be 
accomplished if companies from 
other Gulf Cooperation Council 
countries were listed or if the 
primary market (share flotations) 
were made easier. 


U.S. GNP slows to 2.2%

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. economy grew at a modest 
2.2 per cent annual rate from July 
through September, the weakest 
performance in almost two years, 
the government reported 
Wednesday. 

Many economists viewed the 
gross national product (GNP) re- 
port as good news because the 
slowdown should reduce the need 
for the Federal Reserve (Fed) to 
drive interest rates higher as a 
way of dampening demand in an 
overheated economy.

inflationary pressures," said

tion of 3.5 per cent growth for the 
entire year. 

Reaching that level will require 
an increase of 3.4 per emit in the 
fourth quarter. Many analysts be- 
lieve the economy has begun to 
slow, and a rebound in growth in 
the final three months of the year 
is not considered likely. 

But Commerce Undersecretary 
Robert Ortner said the report 
shows the economy is still en- 
joying steady growth in the ex- 
pansion following the 1981-82 re- 
cession. 

“Next month marks the sixth 
anniversary of this economic ex- 
pansion," he said. 

The Commerce Department 
blamed the weak growth rate on 
the impact of the summer 
drought, a deterioration in the 
country's trade performance and 
a drop in government purchases 
of defence equipment.

RIYADH (R) — Finance ministers of the six-nation Gulf Coopera- 
tion Council (GCC) met in Riyadh Wednesday to discuss trade with 
the European Community (EC) and measures to aid local 
industries. Qatar’s Finance and Petroleum Minister Abdul Aziz Ibn 
Khalifa Al Thani, said they would consider “rules for foreign 
investment in GCC states and customs protection measures for 
some national industries," the Qatari News Agency reported. The 
GCC is involved in complex talks with the EC on a trade agreement 
and officials said the six Gulf ministers would discuss the progress 
of negotiations.

To be a good declarer you need 
the instincts of a super-sleuth. You 
piece together the dues you derive 
from the bidding and play, and use 
the inferences you derive to counter 
the dastardly plans cooked up by the 
enemy. 

Suppose that you become declar- 
er at four hearts after an intelligent 
auction. (Don't you always bid that 
way?) The key move was your part- 
ner's raise of your suit despite hold- 
ing only three-card support; he was 
not good enough to show his spades 
and then support hearts later. 

Wen leads the king of diamonds. 


East overtakes with the ace and 
shifts to the eight of spades, which 
you win in hand. Can East have a 
bare ace of diamonds? 

Not possible. Why? Because that 
would give West an eight-card suit 
and he would be preempting the 
heck out of the hand. Why then the 
spade shift? Elementary, my dear 
Watson. (Incidentally, did you 
know that phrase does not appear 
anywhere in the Sherlock Holmes 
stories?) East must have a singleton 
spade. 

How do you go about stopping a 
spade ruff? One way is to try to 
draw trumps, but that is unlikely to 
succeed here. Why not? Because if 
Hast is short in spades, he probably 
has trump length, so you probably 
can't draw all bis trumps in time. 

Is there another way? Perhaps. 
You might be able to stop West 
from gaining the lead to give his 
panner a ruff. Cash the ace-kmg of 
clubs, then cross to the ace of 
hearts. If the king does not drop, 
lead :he jack of clubs. If East pro- 
duces the queen, discard your dia- 
mond and claim the contract, 
conceding a trump trick. If East 
play’s low, you have to guess. Is he 
good enough to conceal the queen? 
If the answer is no. ruff and hope 
trumps are 2-2. If yes, you have to 
decide whether to ruff or discard.

Paralympics ‘a 
turning point 9 


SEOUL (AP) — A blitz of 
hundreds, perhaps even a 
thousand, records were set 
during the International Para- 
lympic Games — establishing 
new standards for the elite in 
disabled sports competition. 

Tuesday, the day after the 
games closed, official records 
showed 1,592 records, 603 of 
them new world records. Some 
questioned the accuracy and 
said it would take time for a 
new accounting. 

"The exact number doesn’t 
matter,” said a British official. 
“What matters is that the com- 
petitors are getting very good 
and disabled sports will be- 
nefit." 

Disabled athletes compare 
their times and training to 
able-bodied athletes and many 
say they regularly train with 
them. 

“These people are looked at 
as athletes who happen to have 
a disability, not disabled peo- 
ple who happen to be a re- 
creational athlete," said 
Michael Mushett, chairman of 
the U.S. team. 

"The ultimate goal for the 
elite of the disabled is to com- 
pete against the able-bodied," 
be said. 

The largest ever internation- 
al games for the disabled en- 
ded Monday after 10-days of 
competition which drew 4,000 
participants from 62 nations. 

Juan Antonio Samaranch, 
president of the International 
Olympic Committee, said the 
games were "a turning point" 
for disabled sports. 

It was not unusual for the 
top two or three finishers in an 
event to break the existing 
world record. In the men’s 
amputee 200-metre race, for 
instance, the first six across the 
finish line all bettered the ex- 
isting record. 

The winner of that race, 
Dennis Oehler of the Unired 


States, had two days before 
become the fastest amputee 
athlete in the world by running 
100-metres in 11.73 seconds, 
just 1.9 seconds slower than 
the world record for able- 
bodied athletes. 

""What's happening in dis- 
abled sports" became the 
games hot topic. 

Experts say faster times are 
helped by new equipment and 
technology, better training 
facilities, better training 
methods, the competition of 
more disabled athletes who 
were champion athletes before 
becoming disabled and the in- 
creasing recognition disabled 
sports receives in schools, 
communities and the press. 

Although no one yet fore- 
sees the day a blind or 
amputee runner might beat a 
Carl Lewis, there’s Utile ques- 
tion that the elite disabled 
athlete is a more able competi- 
tor and the equipment — the 
wheelchair, the prosthetic 
needed to make competition 
possible is better developed. 

‘Training programmes and 
technology are more sophisti- 
cated,” said Mushett. 

The biggest single improve- 
ment are the new high-tech 
prosthetics for amputees, he 
said, devices to add arms or 
legs which can cost from 
54,000 to S20.000. 

"The picture of an amputee 
used to be the old peg legged 
pirate and the prosthetic was a 
stump. In time, the stump 
came to be shaped more like a 
leg, but it was still a stump,” 
he said. 

"There have been dramatic 
breakthroughs in the last cou- 
ple years. The amputee now 
has options," said Charles 
Cook of the United States 
amputee athletes association. 
"Ten years ago he or she had 
no options.” 


McEnroe fans torn 
Paris Open into 
sports circus 


PARIS (R) — An almost hyster- 
ical French crowd turned the 
clash between John McEnroe and 
Henri Leconte into a farce at the 
SI. 1-million Paris Open men’s 
tennis Grand Prix Tuesday night. 

McEnroe, enjoying the support 
of French fans perversely jeering 
their own countryman, won 7-5, 
6-1 in a mutch marred by pro- 
tests, warnings and countless in- 
terruptions by an audience anti- 
cipating a gladiatorial contest. 

The American, once regarded 
in Paris as elsewhere as the bud 
boy of the tennis circuit, is now 
looked on as a folk hero and the 
worse he behaves the more the 
crowd seems to love him. 

The fans bayed as if for blood 
from the start, cheering wildly is 
McEnroe marched on "court and 
roundly booing Leconte, who for 
all his attractive attacking style 
has few true admirers at home. 

Clearly depressed by the crowd 
reaction, third seed Leconte 


slumped io a 4-0 deficit before 
rallying bravely to level a: 5-5. 
saving five set points on his own 
service in doing so. 

McEnroe lost that game on a 
penalty point incurred for a 
second court violation when he 
bud-tcmperedly stamped on an 
advertising hoarding and broke 
it. 

The decision by umpire Bruno 
Rebeuh aroused the fury of a 
crowd intent on showing where 
its sympathies lay. During :ha: 
one game. McEnroe protested r.t.> 
fewer than four line calls. 

The former world number one. 
for once appearing as an un- 
seeded piayer. finally broke 
Leconte’s next service game to 
win the set 7-5. 

It was the n'mh time the two 
left-handers have met in competi- 
tion and it was McEnroe’s ninth 
win. Leconte predictably col- 
lapsed in the second set winning 
just five points.

Montenegro government 
quits amid political chaos 


BELGRADE (R) — The government of Yugoslavia’s 
southern Republic of Montenegro resigned Wednes- 
day as fresh political chaos hit regions across the 
country. 


Tan jug news agency said the 
Montenegro government quit de- 
spite tbe fact that three quarters 
of its members won a confidence 
vote Tuesday in the local assem- 
bly in Titograd, 470 kilometres 
southwest of Belgrade. 

Montenegrin Prime Minister 
Vuko Vukadinovic said: "Since a 
quarter of the members of tbe 
government have not obtained 
confidence, the government can- 
not carry out its function... the 
outcome must be seen as a' severe 
criticism of our work." 

Tbe government said its res- 
ignation was "irrevocable” but 
Montenegrin parliamentarians 
were trying to persuade the admi- 
! nistradon to reverse its decision. 

Montenegro, along the Alba- 
nian border, is the smallest of 
Yugoslavia's six republics with 
about 600,000 people, comprising 
Montenegrins, Serbs and Alba- 
nians. More than 110,000 Mon- 
tenegrins live below poverty 


level, according to official data. 

Thousands of workers and stu- 
dents in Montenegro demons- 
trated Oct. 8 de manding the res- 
ignation of local and federal lead- 
ers for mismanaging the country. 

The demonstration quickly 
merged with Serbian nationalist 
demands for a crackdown on 
ethnic Albanian nationalism in 
the autonomous Serbian province 
of Kosovo. 

Kosovo's 200,000 Serbs claim 
they are being persecuted by the 
1.7 milli on Albanians who they 
say want to drive them from the 
area. 

Riot police broke up the Mon- 
tenegro protest with tear-gas in a 
move unprecedented since Alba- 
nians rioted in Kosovo in 1981. 

A similar rally Oct. 6 toppled 
the party apparatus in Yugosla- 
via’s other autonomous province 
of Vojvodina. 

The Yugoslav state presidency, 
the collective head of state, said it 


will hold a rare joint meeting 
Friday with the federal govern- 
ment on the economic crisis. The 
country is facing 217 per cent 
inflation, widespread insolvency, 
one million unemployed and a 
wave of strikes. 


New upheavals 


New upheavals were reported 
in Serbia, Vojvodina, Kosovo, 
and Bosnia as Yugoslavia's worst 
political crisis since World War II 
extended throughout the com- 
munist federation. 

The official youth organisation, 
the Yugoslav Youth Alliance, 
also called on the ruling Com- 
munist Party to stop interfering in 
the economy. 

“dearly, one must acknow- 
ledge and respect tbe historical 
role of the Communist Party," 
Branko Greganovic, president of 
tbe official Socialist Youth 
Alliance, said in an interview 
with the semi-official newspaper 
Borba. 

"But it should be ensured that 
(the party) does not have a 
monopoly. It has to prove itself 
every day," he said. 


Crash sparks Peru pilots’ threat 


JULIACA, Peru (AP) — 
Aeroperu pilots, claiming the 
planes they fly are poorly main- 
tained, threatened to strike 
Wednesday after the crash of an 
Aeroperu jetliner near this 
mountain city. Officials said 12 
people died. 

The state-owned airline said an 
American and three Europ eans 
were among those killed Tuesday 
when the twin-jet Fokker-28. fil- 
led to capacity with 65 passengers 
and a crew of four, slammed into 
a flood plain a minute after 
takeoff. 

Aeroperu spokesman Freddy 
Chinn os said 44 people were in- 


jured and one person was un- 
accounted for. 

Many victims died from bums 
suffered after the plane split in- 
three pieces on impact and the 
tail section burst into flames, 
officials said. Wreckage was scat- 
tered across a half-acre of pas- 
tu reland and riverbed. 


The jet had taken off from the 
Manco Capac airport in Juliaca, 
more than 3.650 metres above sea 
level near Lake Titicaca in south- 
ern Pem. 

Chinn os said at least 19 fore- 
igners, mainly tourists returning 
from the lake, were aboard the 
craft. Flight 771 was en route to 


Lima, 870 kilometres northwest, 
with a stop in Arequipa. 

Survivors and witnesses on the 
ground said the aircraft lost alti- 
tude seconds into the flight but 
regained it before crashing along- 
side the Cabanillas River. 

Transportation Minister Cami- 
lo Carrillo told reporters in 
Juliaca that pilot Fernando Beili- 
na, who survived, averted greater 
disaster by swerving the stricken 
craft to avoid a hill and by crash 
landing on sand, which absorbed 
some of the impact. 

Airline officials would not 
speculate on what caused the 
crash.

Zambians 
expected 
to re-elect 
Kaunda 


LUSAKA (R) — ZambianS 
voted in presidential and par- 
liamentary elections Wednesday 
and were expected to re-elect 
veteran President Kenneth Kaun- 
da to a sixth successive term. 

The national news agency Zana 
reported a large turnout as voters 
went to the polls in dry, sunny 
weather. 

The 64-year-old president, who 
has ruled Zambia since its inde- 
pendence from Britain in 1964, is 
standing unopposed. 

Kaunda, known to Zambians 
as “KK", was in a buoyant mood 
when he cast his own vote at a 
polling station near his residence 
in Lusaka. Asked by reporters 
whether he felt confident about 
his re-election, he replied: 

"I never take the people for 
granted. I go by what the people 
say. I am a fully-fledged demo- 
crat.” 

Neat, well-behaved queues of 
voters, many wearing their col- 
ourful Sunday best, appeared out- 
side polling stations around the 
country soon after they opened at 
6 a.m. They were due to close at 6 
p.m. (1600 GMT). 

Results are expected to be 
announced in the next two days. 

The more than 2.6 million reg- 
istered voters, taking part in the 
fifth elections held since inde- 
pendence. face a straight yes-or- 
□o vote on Kaunda. 

They will mark their choice on 
a simple ballot paper depicting, 
for those who cannot read, an 
eagle for “yes" and a frog for 
“no.” 

A massive “yes” vote for 
Kaunda would dispel fears of 
growing discontent among Zam- 
bia’s eight million people about 
the country's worsening econo- 
mic plight, which has brought 
serious shortages of food and 
other essentials. 

It would also confirm Kaunda's 
hold on power after tbe detention 
more than two weeks ago of six 
military officers and three civi- 
lians accused of subversive activi- 


ties. 

According to Western diplo- 
mats, the detained men were part 
of a suspected coup plot involving 
a cross-section of former politi- 
cians, businessmen and senior 
army and air force officers.

'Guildhall. 


Superpowers to meet on Kampuchea 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Ronald Reagan Tuesday 
signed legislation creating the Department of Veterans Affairs, 
telling vets they deserve “a seat at the table of our national affairs." 
In signing into law the bill establishing the 14th cabinet-level 
agency, Reagan made an election-year exception to his oft-stated 
opposition to expanding the size of federal government. At the 
conclusion of a speech to the National Defence University at Fort 
McNair in the district of Columbia, tbe president said that the 
nation's debt to its military men and women “does not end the day 
Che uniform comes off. All of chore who have served in America's 
uniform deserve the nation's thanks." 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Top U.S. and Soviet officials will meet in 
Paris next week to discuss efforts to reach a settlement in 
Kampuchea as well as other topics of mutual concern in East Asia 
and the Pacific, the State Department said Tuesday. Assistant 
Secretary of State Gaston Sigur mil meet with Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Igor Rogachev Nov. 2 and 3 as pan of periodic 
superpower talks on regional issues, said spokesman Charles 
Redman. “The (Kampuchea) issue is one of the most important” 
on the agenda, although not the only one, he added. Other topics 
are expected to include the recent moves towards rapprochement 
between North and South Korea.

New poll gives Bush 13 point lead 


NEW YORK (R) — George Bush now has a 13 percentage point 
lead over Michael Dukakis in the presidential election campaign, a 
new opinion poll indicated Tuesday. With only two weeks to go to 
the Nov. 8 ballot, the CBS Television/New York Times poll gave 
Republican Bush a 54-41 lead over Democrat Dukakis. A similar 
poll conducted two weeks ago .gave the vice president 50-45 
advantage over the Massachusetts governor. Other recent polls 
have put Bush about 10 points ahead. 


WASHINGTON (R) — The revolutionary B-2 Stealth bomber, 
designed to strike deep inside the Soviet Union while avoiding 
radar detection, will make its public debut in California Nov. 22, 
the Defence Department said Tuesday. Department spokesman 
Dan Howard told reporters the bomber, a “flying wing" estimated 
to cost over $450 million a plane, would be rolled out of a hangar at 
the Northrop Coip plant in Palmdale, California, near Los 
Angeles. Air foroe officials told Reuters a limited group of 
reporters and guests would be invited to see the bomber from a 
distance and that some photographs would be made available. 


6 sentenced for Gandhi riot deaths 


Opposition claims Libya backing Noriega 


NEW DELHI (AP) — A judge sentenced six people to life 
imprisonment for killing Sikhs during riots that erupted in 
November 1984 after Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's assassination, 
news reports said Wednesday. At least 3,000 people, mostly Sikhs, 
died in the riots in tbe capital and other parts of northern India. 
Gandhi's assassination by her Sikh bodyguards spurred a backlash 
against Sikhs by Gandhi supporters. The sentences handed down 
Tuesday were the first in connection with the riots, which raged for 
three days after Gandhi's laying Oct. 31, 1984. United News of 
India said the four also were sentenced to varying terms of 
imprisonment, including two years each of rigorous imprisonment, 
and fined 2,000 rupees ($135) for destroying property. The 
sentences are to run concurrently. 


CARACAS (AP) — Opposition leaders from Panama Tuesday 
denounced the Noriega regime's crackdown and charged the 
military dictator is receiving backing from Libya and international 
drug traffickers. Six leaders of opposition parties in the Panama- 
nian congress met with a delegation of their Venezuelan counter- 
parts and said they feared for their lives on their return to Panama.

Fishermen join hunt for 


Philippine ferry victims 


ORMOC, Philippines (Agencies) 
— Fishermen in small wooden 
canoes joined the hunt Wednes- 
day for survivors of a Philippine 
ferry disaster and shattered vic- 
tims were winched to safety by 
helicopter. 

Dozens of survivors were 
found on three islands dotting the 
Azure Sea of the central Philip- 
pines where the 2,855-ton inter- 
island ferry Dona Marilyn, sank 
Monday with 500 people aboard 
as typhoon Ruby struck. 

As I flew over Almagro, a 
volcanic island fringed by coconut 
palms, five Filipinos in a canoe 
.helped an exhausted survivor of 
the tragedy aboard the rescue 
ship, Cebu Princess. 

Several hundred villagers 


watched from a crude rock jetty 
in front of a tiny village of a few 
dozen simple thatched wooden 
houses, as a Philippine air force 
Sikorsky helicopter picked up 
nine passengers from the tiny 
island. 

Medical officers in Cebu, 575 
kilometres south east of Manila, 
said die survivors were being 
taken to the island of Leyte. 

In Manila, a spokesman for 
Snlpido Lines, owners of tbe 
22-year-old Dona Marilyn, said at 
least 27 people were confirmed 
dead and more than 300 missing 
in the disaster, the second major 
sea tragedy in the Philippines in 
10 months. 

At least 120 survivors were' 
reported to have washed ashore 


on Almagro but it was impossible 
to land the helicopter on tbe 
craggy-peaked island because 
there was no flat landing space. 

We flew over dozens of canoes 
which joined the Cebu Princess 
and another ship from Sulpicio 
Lines in the hunt for survivors 
under the burning tropical sun. 


By mid -afternoon, the raging 
seas had returned to calm and 
from the air there was little sign 
of damage on land. 


Inocendo Rodrico, a 38-year- 
old boatbuilder from a village in 
the northern tip of Cebu, told of 
the horror as typhoon Ruby rip- 
ped through the islands Monday 
and Tuesday, pounding fishing 
vessels and flimsy homes. 


Belgian switch on missiles 


threatens NATO harmony 


BRUSSELS (R) — North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organisation (NATO) 
defence ministers gathered in 
tbe Netherlands Wednesday with 
preparations for a two-day nuc- 
lear planning session oversha- 
dowed by an unexpected threat 
from Belgium to break ranks over 
short-range nudear weapons. 

In Belgium, a major political 
row blazed over the decision by. 
the centre-left government not to 
endorse a top-level NATO report 
up for approval at the nuclear 


planning group meeting Thursday 
and Friday in the Dutch resort of 
Scheveningen. 

“Is Belgium about to make 
itself look ridiculous?” the 
French-language Catholic daily 
La Libre Belgique asked. 

U.S. officials say the report 
only defines a role for short-range 
nuclear weapons in alliance 
strategy and does not address the 
more controversial question of 
when and how to modernise 
them. 


They say even West Germany, 
which deploys most of NATO's 
short-range nudear weapons on 
its territory and has most diff- 
iculty agreeing to modernisation, 
is expected to approve it. 

Short-range nuclear weapons 
— those with a range of less than 
500 kilometres — have assumed 
greater importance in NATO's 
nuclear defences since last year's 
superpower treaty scrapping in- 
termediate-range, land-based sys- 
tems. 


KICK ordered to pay $1m to marchers 


ATLANTA (R) — In a major 
dvil rights victory, tbe white sup- 
remacist Ku Klux Klan was 
ordered Tuesday to pay nearly $1 
milli on to civil rights marchers 
pelted by rocks and bottles last 
year in an all-white Georgia* 
county. 

Federal Judge Charles Moye 
unsealed a jury verdict awarding 
$948,000 to 75 people attacked as 
they staged a January 1987 march 
in Forsyth County, near Atlanta, 
to mark the birthday of slain dvil 
rights leader Martin Luther King 
Jr. 

The defendants were 10 pre- 
sent and former members and 
two Georgia units of the white 


supremacist group. The six-mem- 
ber jury consisted of five whites 
and a black. 

Tbe marchers chose Forsyth 
County, 70 kilometres north of 
Atlanta, because it had no black 
residents for 75 years. 

The march was halted by 200 
angry whites, including Klan 
members, who surrounded the 
marchers and pelted them with 
rocks and bottles. Several mar- 
chers were hurt. 

After the attack, march leaders 
filed a suit charging that tbe Klan 
had conspired to deprive them of 
their dvil rights. They asked for 
$1.5 million in damages and the 
jury returned its verdict two 


weeks ago. 

However, Moye sealed the de- 
cision because one of the march 
leaders, Atlanta City Council 
member Hosea Williams, with- 
drew from the suit during jury 
deliberations, saying he thought 
it was improper to seek money 
from Klan members. 


Court offidals then contacted 
the other plaintiffs to see if they 
wanted to continue the action. 


The suit was tried by the South-, 
era Poverty Law Centre, a dvil 
rights group based in Montgom- 
ery, Alabama, and the verdict 
was the second major decision it 
won against the Klan. 



Motorist Jams 
highway with 
banknotes 


MADRID (R) — A motorist 
scattered banknotes along a three- 
kilometre strerch of urban motor- 
way in Madrid before vanishing 
in the traffic jam he caused, 
police said Wednesday. Witnes- 
ses said many drivers stopped to 
pick up the 1,000 and 5,000 pese- 
ta notes (worth $8 and $40), some 
of them leaving cars to run across 
the motorway. Police declined to 
estimate how much money the 
motorist threw out of his car in 
the Tuesday incident, but some 
media reports said it could be up 
to one million pesetas ($8,000). 


Complete dinosaur 
skeleton unearthed 


PEKING (AP) — Peasants in 
southwestern China discovered a 
8. 7 -metre- long dinosaur skeleton 
after rains washed away soil to 
reveal a large skull, the official 
Xinhua news agency said Tues- 
day. Xinhua said the well-pre- 
served skeleton, which measured 
3.5 metres tall, was found in 
Lufeng county in Yunnan pro- 
vince and was excavated by 
archaeologists this month. 
Xinhua's Yunnan bureau said it 
believed the dinosaur had not yet 
been identified or dated.

558-kg hog 


NORTH LEWISBURG, Ohio 
(AP) — Fanner Bob Corbett has 
a special formula to make his 
prize hog one of the biggest 
around. He feeds the hog. called 
Chief, 10 cans of beer and 14 
kilogrammes of grain each day. The 
formula is working for Chief, who 
now weighs 558 kilogrammes. 
The hog is represented by a 
lawyer from Urbana, gets as 
much as $700 for appearances at 
county fairs and has been on 
national television shows. Cor- 
bett, 65, quit his job as a prison 
guard to devote full time to 
Chief, who was bom one of a 
litter of 11 six years ago.
